Dr. Williams, secretary of the .Mass- 


achusetts Society for Mental Hygiene, 
said while speaking before a club In 
Boston Wednesday evening that the 
state has not succeeded In eliminating 
any of Its percentage of feeble-mlnd- 
edness, and in fact has not kept pace 
with the problem. According to his 
statement, we have 16 institutions car- 
ing for about 21,000 patients a year 
at a cost last year of $4,547,768.

failure of the system, he says, Is due 
to our neglect of methods of preven- 
tion. It was brought out at the hear- 
ng that a third school for the feeble- 
minded is needed in the western end 
of the state, and to -this end a bill 
has been Introduced in the legislature. 
Undoubtedly the modern trend is to 
weed out the irresponsible from among 
tho common criminals of all our com- 
munities, and many who formerly were 
sent to Jails are now sent to institu- 
tions for the relief of mental innrmity.

Bowden, King of the 
Docean Shore 


BUCKSPORT, Me., April 23.—Seneca 


Bowden. the salmon king of the Doce- 
an shore, that stretch off Eastern Pen- 
obscot bay where the salmon like most 
to nose along on' their way to the 
spawning grounds and where many 
nose Inlo the weirs In the course of a 
season, came to town Wednesday for 
a feiv supplies and to report on the 
general conditions down among 
Hie 
fishermen. 


He says that the salmon are not 


running very plenty as yet, hut there 
are hopes of the "Slay school" earlier 
than usual, for "Old 19" has been in 
and reported, and he is always the 
advance agent of the school. In about 
a week or 10 days after he puts In 
an appearance the wclrmcn have hopes 
of finding something besides flounders, 
sculpins, eclB and such, which make 
good lunches for the crows, but don't 
pay very well. 


The minister, who hasn't been here 


very long, was curious to know about 
"Old 
10" and Seneca respectfully en. 


lightened him upon the subject—facts 
of course, as he wouldn't think of giv- 
ing the minister anything Lui accurate 
Information. 


"You. see, elder, about 25 years ago 


or so, the gov'ment got kind o' curious 
to know If the sarmon they kctchcd 
here for the hatchery and stripped of 
eggs and milt and then let 150 agin, 
ever come back into the river, or got 
mad and wouldn't. 'So thev lagged a 
lot of 'cm—put a little aluminum labsl 
on a ring in a hole through the aiter 
fln. 
Each one was numbered and a 


record kept by the scientific, fellers 
over at the hatchery.

"They came back all right and lots 


of 'em were caught and some that had 
lost oft their label. But none have heen 
Been .for years 'cept 'Or IS*.' as every- 
body along the river calls him. 


".He's some sarmon, parson. He ap- 


pears every spring just as reg'lr as 
the tax collector and everybody Is glad 
to See 'Im. 
He's -a biff 'un, must be 


well up to 22 10 23 pounds, and you'll 
otter see him 
swishing round in a 


pound with the tide-down to within a 
foot or so of the -floor—he's that saa- 
sy. 


"You know that every other sarmon 


Is that foolish that after he conies In 
at the little gap in the weir, he swims 
'round an' round an' round in a circle 
and don't look 'round the cornor for 
the place he came in—same principle 
as a balloon trap—-nothing to hender 
a Sly from crawling out the same way 
he got in, If he only knew enough, and 
sometimes he docs by accident—same 
with barinon, but not oltcn. The sar- 
mon slays there until the 
wcirman 


comes and dips '1m out, or if the fish- 
erman Is late or too lazy, the sar- 
mon is stranded when the water gets 
below the floor and is left dry.

Mm a Kwinimin' 'round sassy like and a 
swishin' his lail, makin' his tag (lash 
as if he wanted me to know who he 
was.

Tor 'Ol' 1.9' is-something, .like a pen- 
sioner.

and we heard 'him swishin' 'round Ir, 
the river outside Ihe pound for half an 
hour. 


"Yes, parson, he-comes every year. 


1 Sometimes he registers at the Whlt- 
more's at the fool of Verona island 
then again he goes up the Thorough- 
fare and calls on the Bridges family. 


"Once In a while he clucks in to f 


weir 'round Sandy roint, sometimes al 
Brigadiers island -and sometimes In 
goes up the river as far as Mill crick

There 
the fire spread rapidly and worked Its 
way into the thick of the forest where 
Ihere was much valuable limber. About 
150 cords of wood, cut and

of Hie flames and were almost totally 
destroyed. 


The wind carried the fire away fro:

land owned by L. P. Oregolre and then 
to the property of Mr. TCnox.

RESTRICTIONS IN COTTON 


uggestions Invited By the Deparlmen 
of Agriculture on the Proposed Pre 
.cautions Against the Pink Boll Worm 


WASHINGTON, D. C.. April 23.—A 


jublic conference on the restrictions 
vhich the department 
of 
agriculture 


iroposes to place upon the admission 
if foreign cotton lint will be held at 
he department here at 10 o'clock on 
kpril 20. The 
purpose of these re- 


itricttons is to protect 
the 
country 


against the possibility of the pink boll 
vorm finding its way into the cotton 
ields. A report was issued in January 
if this year outlining the course of ac- 
ion that the department proposed to 
ake. and now copies of the prospective 
regulations have been sent out to per- 
;ons interested in the subject with a 
•en'iest for suggestions or criticisms. 


Under the proposed plan, permits for 


the admission of foreign cotton lint 
must be obtained for all imports. Bos- 
ton, New York, San Francisco, 
and 


Seattle are at the present time desig- 
nated as ports oE entry for such cotton, 
hut it is possible that other ports may 
be added to this list from time to time. 
Application blanks for these permits 
are provided 
for in tho regulations 


anil all applicants must state the local- 
ity where the cotton was grown, the 
year of growth, the port from winch it 
Is bring shipped, and the person in the 
United States to whom it is consigned.

HOPEFUL 


Anything that affects the American dyestuff s',- nation directly affects 


the mills and manufacturing plants of this city, and no proui> have 
watched the various phases of the troublesome question with more interest 
and anxiety than our .local mill officials. 
This was due mainly to two 


causes: our deep dependence on a foreign supply of dyestiHTs and the 


efforts of the Lowell textile school to come to (lie aid of American in- 
dustry. 
It is, therefore, a matter of deep gratification in this city Unit 


definite movements are on foot in all parts, of the country to manufacture 
our dyes and chemicals at home, so that for the future we will not he at 
the mercy of foreign manufacturers or foreign governments -which by 
their machinations may cripple (he most important hram-h of American 
business. 


The American government seems to he awake lo the true situation, 


at last. Now, the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce is devoting 
much attention to the progress being made, and plans are under way to 
aid those who strive to overcome the shortage by domestic manufacture. 
Nothing" has as yet been done in the way of establishing or financing an> 
government plant or coming to the financial aid of any technical school 
01- private manufacturing concern, but there is a likelihood of this, if 
private attempts are crowned with expected success. 


A recent inquiry by B commercial agent of the government revealed 


many significant fads, all indicating that the country at last realizes the 
seriousness of the situation and is determined to remedy it. In the pro- 
duction of benzol, the primary crude material for a large part of the 
artificial dyes, a great deal is being done.

ment, at an outlay of a million dollars.

The company ha 


leased a large plant at Stamford, Conn., covering five acres and con 
prising 15 buildings. In all, scores of new firms or side issues of long 
established firms are embarked on the undertaking that, if successful, will I 
mean a great victory for American business, and will be a triumph of 
American enterprise and initiative.

set out to meet the American demands do not regard the experiment as signatore of 
temporary or a makeshift, but as the beginning of a great new and per- 
manent American industry.

RELIGION OF TEACHERS 


It is not a pleasant thing for any 


•sincere citizen of Massachusetts who 
is familiar with the American consti- 
tution .and state ideals to reflect that 
at the present time there, is a bill in 
the legislature .which would make it 
illegal for any agency, superintendent 
' of schools or other interested party to 
inquire as to the religious belief of 
applicants for positions in tke public 
schools. Such, a bill should surely be 
unnecessary, but unfortunately it is 
the result of prejudice and narrowness 
which should have no place in Massa- 
chusetts. The bill serves a good pur- 
pose in throwing the light of truthful 
investigation on practices which mans 
of our teachers have had good reason 
to resent. 


A local instance will prove that the 


bill, -whatever its merits, is founded on 
a real grievance. Very recently a su- 
perintendent of schools from an ob- 
scure New Hampshire town came to 
ths Lowell Normal school for tho pur 
pose of securing several teachers. Hi 
asked for a test of their ability. When 
the girls came forward to demonstrate 
as requested, he declared loudly in th 
presence of all that he desired no 
teachers of a certain racial stock. Ho 
was rebuked instantly by one of tho 
Normal school teachers, and all of the 
girls very properly refused to consider 
his offer. It is to the credit of Mr. | 
Durgln, and all the other officials and! 
teachers of the State Normal schools 
that racial and religious discrimination | 
Is kept out of 
everything connected 


with the system, so far as they can 
ensure it. 


It may be that the worthy patriot 


from New Hampshire was voicing the 
sentiment of his community rather 
than his own: if so. it Is.doubly re- 
grettable. If he1 spoke for himself, he 
demonstrated his utter unfitness to be 
teacher, much less superintendent, of 
any public schoo! or 
school system.? 


Unfortunately, he represents a 
type 


that bobs up occasionally iu this state, 
and it seems a most singular thing 
that those very persons who arc most 
Insistent that religion shall not be 
taught In our schools are the 
most 


curious as to the religion of those who 
teach lii the schools. Bigotry Is just 
as unlovely under the cloak of patriot- 
ism as when seen without disguise. 


Under our constitution and accord- 


ing to Massachusetts traditions, our 
public schools are open to children of 


very race and creed, and no creed is 
o be taught therein. They should, 
herefore, be open to teachers of every 
ace and creed, and ability, character 


personality should be the deter- 


mining factors In making a selection 
of teachers. It may, perhaps, never be 
against the law for a school superin- 
.endent or teaching agency to ask 
what religion a prospective teachei 
professes, but it will always be against 
tho best interests of Massachusetts 
public policy, and true American citi- 
lenship.

The commission finds that monopoly, 


in the sense that any one company or 
a group of companies controls 
the

Bowden, the salmon king of Hie Doce- 
an ahorc, that stretch off Eastern Pen- 
obEcot bay where the salmon like most 
to nose along-on their way to the 
spawning grounds and where many 
nose into the weirs in the course of a 
-season, came to loivn Wednesday for 
a few supplies and to report on the 
general conditions down among the 
fishermen. 


He says that the salmon are not 


running very plenty as yet, but there 
are hopes ot the ".May school" earlier 
than usual, for "Old 10" has been In 
and reported, and he is always the 
advance agent of: the school. In about 
a week or '10 days after he puts In 
an appearance the weirmen have hopes 
of finding something besides flounders, 
Bculplns, eels and such, which make 
good lunches for the crows, but don't 
pay very- well. 


The minister, who hasn't been here 
very lone, was curious to know about 
"OM 10" and Seneca respectfully en- 
lightened him upon the subject—facts 
of course, as he wouldn't think of giv- 
ing the minister anything but accurate 
information.

of the public.

last only so long as ho i.s insane, and 
he has Ihe right at any lime, under 
the law. to have his sanity determined

Anything that affects the American dycstuff situation directly affects

watched'thn various phases of the h-ouhU-soinc question with wore interest 
and anxiety than our local mill officials. 
This was due mainly to two 


causes: our deep dependence on a foreign supply of dyestnffs and the 
efforts of the Lowell textile school to come to the aid of American in- 
dustry. 
It is, therefore, a matter o£ deep gratification in this city that 


-definite movements are on foot in all parts of the country to manufacture 
our dyes nnd chemicals at home, so that for the future we will not he at 
the mercy of foreign manufacturers or foreign governments which by 


- their" machinations may cripple the most important hranch of American 


business.

Tho American government seems to be awake to the true situation, 


at last. Now. the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce is devoting 
much attention to the progress being made, and plans arc under way to 
aid those who strive to overcome the shortage by domestic manufacture. 
Nothin" has as yet been done in the way of establishing or financing any 
government plant or coming to the financial aid of any technical school 
or private manufacturing concern, but there is a likelihood of this, " 
private attempts arc crowned with expected success. ^ 


A recent inquiry by a commerciiil agent of tlie government revealed 


many significant facts, all indicating that tho country at last realizes the 
seriousness of Hie situation and is determined to remedy it. In the pro- 
duction of benzol, the primary crude material for a largo part of the 
artificial dyes, a great deal is being done. 
One company has awarded 


contracts for 02 additional by-product coke ovens, with complete equip- 
ment, at an outlay of a million dollars. The Cambria Steel Co., Johns- 
town Pa''., has perfected ii.s plant so as to secure a daily output of five 
tons 'of benzol one ton of naphthalene and smaller amounts of other dye 
materials. Before long, the daily production of benzol m the Pittsburgl 
district will exceed 20,000 gallons.
